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Country Club Developer Gets 
Approval To Clear Some Land

Andover Country Club developer Yvon 
Cormier may begin cutting trees and pull- 
ing stumps in section four of that subdivi- 
sion, the Planning Board decided this week, 
but he will have to return to the board 
before he may begin regrading the section. 

And although they did not vote on the 
developer's request for approval of his de- 
finitive plan for section four — a modifica- 


tion of a plan previously approved — the 
planners indicated that they would approve 
the subdivision plan at their next meeting. 

The planners Tuesday night voted to ap- 
prove Cormier’s request for a regrading 
permit, but restricted their approval to 
clearing the land only. Town staffers and 
the board will review that work before they 
will permit the developer to begin earth

removal and regrading, the board indi- 
cated. 

Engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Per- 
kins Associates, representing the devel- 
oper, said earlier this month that Cormier 
would begin clearing five or six acres in 
section four, which is located at the end of 
Canterbury Street, bounded by Route 495 
and Beacon Street. Clearing the trees would 
take about one month, Ferrante said, and 
regrading, another month 

Cormier has requested a modification to 
his subdivision plan, along with the regrad- 
ing permit and a special permit for a clus- 
ter subdivision, so that he may relocate 
three fairways on the country club golf 
course in section four. Construction of 
house lots would not begin until the new 
fairways (fairways seven, eight and nine) 
are ready for use in about two years, 
according to Ferrante. 

The planners have a Nov. 9 deadline for 
voting on the definitive subdivision plan, 
and a Dec. 26 deadline for voting on the 
special permit to cluster 

The board discussed the subdivision plan 
during a special meeting last week, and this 
week planner Russ Moran said he would be 
willing to approve the proposed modifica- 
tion because it ‘‘makes more sense’ than 
the old plan. Moran said the new layout of

house lots would allow better use of and 
easier access to the cluster subdivision’s 
open space. 

It was the consensus of the board that 
they would approve the modified plan; how- 
ever, they decided not to vote on the plan 
until they have a list of restrictions on that 
approval in writing. The planners indicated 
that they would vote on the plan during 
their next meeting, scheduled for Nov. 8 

Earlier this month, several country club 
abutters objected to plans for section four 
because they said they face continuing 
problems with regrading in section one, 
located off Canterbury Street. The neigh- 
bors urged the board not to approve the new 
plan until sections one and two are com- 
pletely loamed and seeded, to prevent fur- 
ther problems with blowing sand 

But Community Development and Plan- 
ning Director Jonathan Gilmore explained 
Wednesday that in the opinion of special 
town counsel, the planners do not have the 
authority to consider problems in section 
one when voting on section four. That sec- 
tion, Gilmore said, must be considered as a 
‘‘separate and discrete’ plan. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw two weeks 
ago noted that according to the board’s 
subdivision rules and regulations, the devel- 
oper may not leave lots exposed for more 
than 60 days, and must take steps to control 
soil erosion 

Gilmore said yesterday that that 
guideline would apply to the subdivision 
approval, rather than to approval of the 
regrading permit 

The planners are waiting for a traffic 
study on the area, which Gilmore said 
would be submitted to town officials by the 
end of this week or early next week 
According to that report, he told the board 
trees might need to be cleared or trimmed 
along Beacon Street, where the new subdi 
vision roadway will exit 
Sightlines for drivers 

The engineer said he believed tl ind 
where trees might have to be trimmed is all 
Within the subdivision 

Abutter Robert Bradway of | 
cle told the planners he was unhappy that 
they had decided to approve the regrading 
permit and allow the developer to ‘‘move 
forward with new construction’ without 
waiting to see the traffic report. Bradway 
noted that the traffic report was originally 
requested in 1979 and was ‘‘four years over- 
due 

But Gilmore maintained that according 
to the traffic consultants, nothing in their 
report would give the board a basis for 
denying Cormier’s request for approval of 
the modified subdivision plan

The future of the Abbot Academy buildings and grounds is 
again in the news. Andover citizens view the issue from 
several angles: the potential loss of open land; the proposed 
re-uses for campus building; the importance of both buildings 
and site as representatives of a colorful local history and as 
significant architectural assets within the Andover commu- 
nity 

Andover will grow and change in many ways during the 
upcoming decades. Ideally, this growth will also include 
appreciation for and protection of significant visual elements, 
both old and new, within the community. Abbot Academy is 
just such a significant local resource. Hopefully, its owners, 
as well as the Andover people, will consider this broader issue 
in addition to their personal economic needs or aesthetic 
tastes when making decisions on the academy's future.

Abbot Academy’s 1982 National Register documentation 
reads as follows: Like Phillips Academy and the Andover 
Theological Seminary, Abbot Academy had a clearly defined 
center of campus called the ‘‘Abbot Circle.’’ Formed by 
Draper Hall, Abbot Hall and McKeen Hall, the Circle was the 
focus of special occasions such as commencement proc- 
essions, winding the Maypole, Phillips serenades and the 
Centennial in 1929 

Abbot Hall, the original building (1829), was erected to face 
School Street. In 1888 it was turned to its present site; in 1903 
remodeled into a science building; and in 1905 rebuilt to 
contain a chapel, an observatory, an art gallery, a larger 
assembly hall and the science laboratories. 

Draper Hall, designed by architects Hartwell and Richard-

They often feel like Sherlock Holmes, 
using their powers of deduction, their imag- 
ination and their professional expertise to 
track down the answer to almost any ques- 
tion, from the fluffy stuff of trivia quizzes 
to the most serious cries for help 

They're not detectives, but the reference 
librarians at Andover’s Memorial Hall Li- 
brary who staff the ‘‘Answers’’ telephone 
line seven days a week, referring callers to 
community resources and giving them in- 
Stant to the library’s reference 
shelves 

Reference librarian Nan Becker, the An- 
swers program coordinator, says the tele- 
phone reference service was born more 
than five years ago, when library officials 

became aware of the need to fill a void 

There has not been anyone to tie togeth- 
er the loose ends of all the community 
information available,’’ she explains. ‘‘An- 
swers is a way of providing that service to 
the community.’’ Nan adds that Answers 
also lets the library ‘‘reach out to people 
who find it difficult to get to the library. We 


encourage people to use the library by 
phone — information is available quickly 


Answers can be reached at 470-1184, and 
the line is open whenever the library is: 9 
a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday through Friday, 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday, and 2 to 5 p.m 
Sunday. (‘People seem to think we’re not 
functioning at night or on weekends,"’ Nan 
with most calls coming in during 
weekday mornings and afternoons. ‘‘We 
encourage more use in the evenings.’’) The

Nan handles the Answers line along with 
everyone else on the reference staff: refer- 
ence director Shirley McGrath, Leslie Bas- 
kin, Sydell Cohen, Sam Simons and Jennifer 
Strom.

great demand for child care in the area,”’ 
Nan says. The library offers lists of day 
care providers and older children who have 
taken babysitting courses (including lists in 
booklet form) 

Depending on the season, Answers logs 
many calls asking for ideas on what to do 
with children when school’s out for the 
summer, and where to go to pick apples in 
the fall. (Those two questions are so com- 
mon that the answers have also been put 
into booklets, Nan notes.) 

Answers can also tell callers where to 
find a nursing home, a support group for the 
newly divorced, help with landlord/tenant 
problems. ‘‘We are very careful not to give 
legal or medical advice,’’ she points out 

We explain that we are not lawyers or 
doctors. But we can help people realize 
what their rights are, and refer them to a 
lawyer or a doctor.’ 

The questions aren't always so grave, 
however. One recent caller wanted to know 
when butternut squash was first grown in 
the United States. Another asked how to 
twist balloons into animal shapes (Steve 
Martin style). A recent school project 
inspired call after call asking for the color 
of license plates from various states. And 
Answers receives ‘‘a lot of trivia ques- 
tions,’ Nan says, many of them asking 

who was the first person to ... ?’’ (Some of 
those questions can be ‘‘really tough,’ she 
notes. ) 

However frivolous a question may seem 
the librarians always remember that it 


may be ‘‘very important to the caller,’’ Nan 
Says We don’t minimize anyone’s re 
quest 


When they can, the librarians look up an 
answer while the caller waits. But some 
questions are more challenging than others 
and when they sense that a search is going 
to take a while, the librarians ask for the 
caller’s number and call back later. They 
aim for accuracy before speed, Nan says 

We wouldn't want to give an off-the-top 
of-the-head response. We search for the 
information, and try to be as thorough as 
possible,’’ she explains. ‘‘We understand 
that people are accustomed to getting a 
quick response to everything today, but it’s 
in their best interest the more time is 
taken, the better the answer will be.” 

The butternut squash question, for in- 
stance, led to a lengthy search by two 
librarians (because the call came near a 
change in shift, one staffer started the 
search and another finished it). The search 
began with books on the history of New 
England farming, and when that proved 
fruitless, the librarians ‘‘had to become 
ingenious,’’ Nan says. They searched old 
cookbooks for recipes using the squash, and 
then confirmed for the caller that butternut 
Squash was used during the Colonial period 
they found it named as an ingredient in one 
of Abigail Adams’ recipes 

Even if the librarians can't come up with 
an answel! which ‘doesn’t happen very 
often,’’ Nan says they always refer the 
caller to another source Ask the Globe’ 
for example We never leave the person 
at a dead end. Answers is an information 
ind referral service it's a matter of 
linking the caller to the information 

lhe Answers librarians don’t mind that 
people might be calling them instead of 
coming to the library to do their own re 
search, Nan says: ‘It used to be that the 
library did not advertise telephone service 
and encouraged people to come in to do all 
their own searching. But part of modern 
day life is accepting the fact that people are 
busy, and they don't have the time. We are 
trained to do the searching, it is our profes- 
sion. We don't resent taking the time — we 
gladly do it.”’ 

(The library is, however, launching a new 
reference service for the ‘‘serious re-

searcher’ who wishes to work in person 
with a librarian. For a fee, the library will 
*make its computer capabilities available to 
the researcher under its new ‘‘Dialogue 
search Service."’ The staff is ‘pretty excit- 
ed’ about the possibilities for the new pro- 
gram, Nan says; researchers can call the 
library for more information 

For Nan, the variety of questions that she 
fields for Answers makes her job fun. “‘It 
runs the gamut — geography, travel, litera- 
ture, antiques, weather, medicine.’’ And 
even the difficult questions that take a lot of 

plugging along”’ turn out to be rewarding 
she says, once she finds the answer 

Working for Answers also has its ‘‘sad 
moments,’’ she adds. ‘‘We’re dealing with 
people with serious problems. We hear 
some very sad human need stories from 


people who are in dire straits and 
need temporary shelter 

But ‘‘each librarian enjoys 
working on the Answers line,”’ she 
Says. “It’s a wonderful job — you 
feel like Sherlock Holmes in a 
sense. It’s a service we feel is very 
much needed. When you've helped 
someone and filled a need, wheth- 
er it’s trivia or finding housing 
you feel it's worthwhile. And that 
certainly is a good feeling.’’

son, was built in 1890 as a dormitory, ‘‘not only a much needed 
and valuable addition, but an ornament to the town.”’ (And- 
over Townsman). McKeen Memorial Hall (1904) provided 
additional classroom, assembly and gymnasium space. Its 
construction and furnishing represented a joint effort by 
alumnae, students, faculty and benefactors. All was com- 
pleted in time for a December 1904 lecture by Booker T. 
Washington. The whole town was invited, and most came. 

The 1921 Merrill Memorial Gateway (McKim, Mead and 
White, architects) was donated by more than 300 alumnae in 
memory of Maria Stockbridge Merrill, head of the French 
department, 1878-1907. 

The Grove is a wooded area behind the old abbot campus 
where girls could seek quiet and seclusion for contemplation. 
Formerly furnished with paths, benches and a Garden Re- 
membrance, the Grove was also known as Temperance Woods 
because the Women’s Christian Temperance Union held out- 
ings there in the 1870s. 

Preservation and economics can be merged, as evident 
recently in numerous local preservation and rehabilitation 
projects: Bradlee School, Shattuck Farm, Tyer Rubber Co. 
(Andover Commons), and sites in Shawsheen and Marland 
Villages, to name a few. Significant cooperation between 
Andover town government and preservationists marked the 
above projects. It is hoped that similar sensitivity and cooper- 
ation will also mark Phillips Academy’s decisions regarding 
the future of the Abbot Academy campus

The fascinating history of Pa Ndau, artistic needlework 
done by Hmong Asian refugees, and visual proof of their 
intricate talents via colorful display of their work was the 
focus of the Lawrence General Hospital (LGH) Aid Associa- 
tion membership day at the North Andover Country Club. 
Joanne Vietor of North Andover, a board member of the Aid 
Association, brought her samples made by Hmong people 
residing in Brookline 

‘As a people with a semi-nomadic tradition, the Hmong 
are much like similar cultures who focus their display of 
wealth and social position upon their clothing,’’ she ex- 
plained. ‘‘Tradition is of the utmost importance to these 
gentle and talented people. From birth to death, hand- 
stitched textiles measure the passage of their lives. It is 
crucial for a girl of marriageable age to be proficient in this 
art,’ she said 

The surface stitchery of Hmong art is used primarily to 
embellish and accent applique pieces. The stitch count of a 
typical Hmong cross-stitch ranges from 12 stitches per 
square inch to 22 stitches per square inch. The patterns on 
the applique usually follow a geometric motif. The surface 
stitchery as well as borders and other additions are of tiny 
running, split, chain, satin, buttonhole and herringbone 
stitches

Blood Need Is Urgent 


Faced with a recurrent severe shortage of blood, 
particularly in the crucial group O inventory, the 
American Red Cross Blood Services - Northeast 
Region announced that it must collect 1,000 units of 
group O blood over the next four days in order to 
maintain normal service to hospitals 

Currently, the supply of group O blood, the most 
commonly transfused group, is at 34 percent of 
optimal levels. Citing a New England-wide pattern 
of low collections is compounded by higher-than- 
usual blood distribution ecently, and the Northeast 
Region has been unable to obtain additional blood 
from other regions. The situation has forced the 
Red Cross to limit its service to many hospitals, 
supplying group O blood on an emergency-only 
basis 


According to Red Cross Acting Director Peter L 
Page, M.D., ‘“‘We have not seen any dramatic 
recovery from the traditional low summer dona- 
tions. Instead, blood donations for the month of

October are off projections by 8 percent a day; if 
the shortage continues at the present rate, the Red 
Cross’s inventory will all 3,000 units short of the

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Nursing Service Expands 


Greater Lawrence Home Health Services has moved its 
office to 451 Andover St., North Andover. The office will serve 
as the headquarters from which the agency will coordinate 
home health care for residents of Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover and Methuen. 

“The number of patients we see has doubled in the last 
three years,’’ explains Greater Lawrence Home Health Serv- 
ices Executive Director Anita Gorman. ‘‘We simply need 
more room.”

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Indian Ridge Neighbors Seek 
More Support From Officials 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Abutters who have been objecting to work 
done at the Indian Ridge Country Club be- 
lieve town officials have failed to give them 
enough support, the neighbors told the 
Board of Selectmen last week. 

One Strawberry Hill Road resident said 
the neighbors turned to the Conservation 
Commission to stop alleged wetlands viola- 
tions at the country club, but felt that they 
‘haven't been offered the kind of assistance 
we should have been offered.’’ 

The selectmen said they would like all 
town boards to make every effort to help 
residents: William Dalton said he wanted to 
let the conservation commission know that 
‘we are very interested in helping citizens 


out.’’ Donn Byrne added that the ‘primary 
duty’ of any town board is ‘‘service to the 
citizen.”’ 

The town manager, however, maintained 
that the conservation commission has the 
Indian Ridge matter ‘‘under control. It is 
being handled appropriately.’’ 

John Thompson of Rennie Drive, speak- 
ing for a neighborhood group called Straw- 
berry Hill Associates, explained that Indian 
Ridge began working on its golf course in an 
alleged wetlands area two years ago — and 
that work later caused water problems for 
abutters who had never had water problems 
in the past. 

According to Thompson, the ConsCcomm 


“did find that Indian Ridge Country Club 
was performing unauthorized work without 
a permit on wetlands.’ The commission 
filed a cease and desist order in district 
court, but that order was allowed to expire 
on Oct. 6. 

Indian Ridge has petitioned the state De- 
partment of Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering to change the wetlands boundaries, 
Thompson said, and the matter is now ‘‘ata 
complete standstill” until Jan. 2, when a 
DEQE ruling is expected, he indicated. 

Thompson said the neighbors were unhap- 
py that they have had to pursue the case, 
saying, ‘‘We don’t think a neighborhood 
association should have to try to enforce the 


May Need Shawsheen School 
Soon For Educational Use 


The Shawsheen School may not be quite 
as available for a new use as school offi- 
cials thought it was a few months ago, the 
School Committee indicated last week. 

The committee discussed reuse of the 
school only briefly last week, in the absence 
of committeeman Michael Giammusso, 
who has been working on reuse plans for the 
Shawsheen 

But after discussing projected enrollment 
figures for elementary students, committee 
members commented that they may need 
to use the school again sooner than they had 
expected last spring. Donald Robb said the 
committee was ‘‘less sure of the availabili- 
ty of the building than we were a few 
months ago. It looks fairly certain that at 
best, it will be available for a year of use.”’ 

The committee noted that with construc- 
tion underway in several parts of town, new 
families continue to move into Andover — 
and many of those families can be expected 
to have young children. ‘‘My concern is that 
growth in Andover doesn’t seem to follow 
national trends,’’ committee member Su- 
san Poore said. ‘‘We build in this town when 
other places do not.” 

Robb said the town may be about to see 
the end of declining enrollments, and possi- 
bly the beginning of an increase in enroll- 
ments 

The committee also discussed a memo 
from Business Manager Francis Paul, 
which stated that according to state De- 
partment of Education official William 
Curley, Andover would have to bring the 
Shawsheen up to code if it is re-opened as a 
school building. Building codes require ac- 
cessibility to the handicapped. 


Poore said that requirement would ‘‘not 
be a big stumbling block”’ to reopening the 
school next September, because the town 
might be able to obtain a waiver to that 
requirement while it works to make the 
school accessible to the handicapped. 


The committee moved its timetable for 
deciding the future of the Shawsheen ahead 
by two weeks, while they gather more infor- 
mation on the need for reopening the 


school. That would move their target for 
voting on the reuse from Dec. 6 to Dec. 20. 
Organizations interested in leasing the 
school on a temporary basis have been 
asked to submit formal proposals by Nov 
1]

WASHINGTON — For 
contractors and suppliers 
who do business with the 
Pentagon, Christmas comes 
in September. That’s the last 
month of the fiscal year and 
Defense De ent offi- 
cials, fearful of having to 
turn back a single penny of 
their yearly allocation, furi- 
ously spend billions. 

This year, according to 
our sources, the Pentagon 
brass spent some $4 billion 
on Sept. 30, the last day of 
the fiscal year. Congression- 
al investigators are current- 
ly studying this careless 
spending binge. The figures 
for fiscal 1983 have not yet 
been fully compiled, but an 
examination of the Penta- 
gon’s 1982 year-end spend- 
ing spree has been complet- 
ed. Among the disclosures in 
a report assembled by 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee investigators are 
these: 

— Navy officials ordered 
57,600 softballs on Sept. 30, 
1982 “simply because funds 
were available.” 

— One Army unit bought 
14 months’ worth of paper 
supplies even though its sta- 
tionery closets were already 
stuffed with enough materi- 
als to last 19 months. 

— Another Army unit 
“ordered ice cube makers, 
ice storage bins and video 
cassette players that they 
didn’t need delivery on for 
over a year even though 
these types of items are 
available immediately off 
the shelf from commercial 
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co to New York in 1903

sources at the time the item 
is required.” 

— Air Force officials at 
one command unit spent 
$2.9 million for new furni- 
ture when the furniture 
already in use could have 
been repaired for $1.1 
million. 

— At Fort Rucker, Ala., 
and Ft. Bragg, N.C., new 
dental chairs and operating 
units were purchased for 
$84,000 when existing equip- 
ment could have been 
repaired for $3,000. 

— Officials at the Ft. 
Meade, Md., dental clinic 
“bought 28 new dental oper- 
ating stools at a cost of 
$8,400 and at the same time 
got rid of 37 dental operat- 
ing stools” that were “new 
or like new.” 

Footnote: Rep. Norman 
Dicks, D-Wash., is attempt- 
ing to recover a portion of 
the foolishly spent funds by 
withholding a small percent- 
age of the Defense Depart- 
ment’s next budget. 

UNDIPLOMATIC 
DISCRIMINATION: The old- 
boy network at the State 
Department is trying to hush 
up a sex scandal of sorts. It 
involves systematic discrim- 
ination against women 
applicants for jobs in the 
Foreign Service. 

Disappointed women 
applicants filed a _ class- 
action suit and the depart- 
ment has quietly agreed to 
settle out of court. State 
Department officials have 
agreed to contact 35,000 
female job seekers and 
invite them to try again for 
the diplomatic careers they 


wanted. 

Even if the rejected wom- 
en job seekers are still inter- 
ested and a fair number are 
hired, it is unlikely to 
change the basic situation. 
At the higher levels, the 
State Department still oper- 
ates much like an exclusive 
gentleman’s club. When it 
comes to promotions and 
assignments to the more 
desirable posts, no women 
need apply. 

The goal of every Foreign 
Service officer is to become 
an ambassador, but very 
few women make it. On the 
rare occasion when a wom- 
an is named an ambassador, 
she is usually a political 
appointee not a career diplo- 
mat. And she is usually giv- 
en an embassy in a country 
that is not considered 
“important” enough to merit 
a male ambassador. 

The same men-only atti- 
tude also prevails in promo- 
tions to policy-shaping posi- 
tions in the State 
Department. Women are 
traditionally assigned to 
routine ‘housekeeping’ 
chores in personnel and 
consular offices. They rarely 
get on the escalator that 
leads to the important, deci- 
sion-making jobs. 

DE LOREAN’S TRIAL: 
The newspapers in coming 
weeks will be headlining 
news of John DeLorean’s 
trial. He is the producer of a 
futuristic stainless steel car 
who is accused of trying to 
rescue his company from 
financial ruin by selling 220 
sams of cocaine. The 

uyers turned out to be fed- 


eral agents. 

DeLorean is clearly in 
deep trouble, but there is a 
hitch in the government’s 
case against him. The prose- 
cution’s own court docu- 


ments reveal that the feder- 
al agents’ first 
conversations with 


DeLorean were not record- 
ed. 

This is important, because 
the government claims that 
DeLorean made the first 
overture to a man who 
turned out to be a govern- 
ment informant. DeLorean 
insists that the government’s 
tipster made the first move, 
and that narcotics weren't 
even mentioned. 

Expect DeLorean to zero 
in on the unrecorded conver- 
sations. He hopes to prove 
he was entrapped. 

CONFIDENTIAL FILE: 
Intelligence sources say the 
Soviet Union is building up 
its forces on a military base 
located on a Red Sea island 
off the coast of Ethiopia. 
According to the CIA's 
count, 56 Soviet ships 
docked at the facility during 
the first half of 1983.

The Wildcats (3-3-0), whose previous two losses 
were tough ones to Dracut (8-7) and Central (12-0), 
dominated virtually every statistic except the one 
that counts on the scoreboard. 

The Wildcats led in first downs (16-9), yards 
rushing (194-112), yards passing (80-64), total yard- 
age from scrimmage (274-176), scrimmage plays 
(59-46) and time of possession (23:48 to 16:12). 

But, in addition to Vickers’ fourth and fifth inter- 
ceptions of the year and Mike Gibson’s third fumble 
recovery in three weeks, Wilmington self-de- 
structed with 60 yards in penalties. 

‘We put together some great drives from 20 to 
20,’’ offered Wilmington Head Coach Ed Harrison. 
‘But the penalties killed us. We haven’t had three 
holding calls all season and we had three in this 
game alone. Once we got in close we beat our- 
selves. 

‘I give plenty of credit to their defensive second- 
ary, too. They have some excellent athletes back 
there, very quick kids, and they came up with the 
big plays. 

‘Stabile is a tougher runner than we thought. 
He’s very hard to bring down, and several times we 
gave him real good pops and he just bounced off.

Todd Orlando of Andover, a 6’10”’ senior center, 
has been named captain of the varsity basketball 
team at Bentley College. 

Orlando, a three-year starter in the pivot for the 
Falcons, averaged 14.9 points and 9.6 rebounds a

Reichhold Chemicals, Inc. reports third 
quarter and nine-month net income in- 
creased to $5,548,000, or 70 cents per share, 
and $16,293,000 or $2.05 per share, respec- 
tively. In 1982 the company reported a 
third-quarter net loss of $4,378,000, or 74 
cents per share and nine-month net income 
of $1,833,000 which resulted in a loss of five 
cents per share as preferred dividend re- 
quirements exceeded net income 

The third quarter of 1982 was negatively 
impacted gy the liquidation of a German 
subsidiary, offset in part by a gain on the 
sale of the reinforced plastics division. The 
net effect of these transactions created a 
loss of approximately $5,500,000, or 80 cents 
per share. The 1982 nine-month income was 
further impacted by a net after-tax charge 
of $900,000, or 13 cents per share resulting 
from the closing of a Maleic facility. 

C. Robert Powell, Reichhold chairman 
and chief executive officer, said the compa- 
ny was continuing to experience an overall 
increase in demand for its products. Sales 
of $194,711,000 for the third quarter of 1983 
were 2 percent ahead of last year’s $190,- 
489,000, while 1983's nine-month sales of 
$567 963,000 trailed last year's $608,152,000. 

Powell cited the recent acquisition of 
Uniroyal's thermoplastic rubber business 
and an agreement to purchase the Pensaco- 
la resin manufacturing facilities and hard 
resin business from Spencer Kellog, a divi- 
sion of Textron, as further evidence of the 
company’s continuing redeployment into 
higher specialty chemical lines 

The company’s balance sheet remains 
strong as evidenced by a debt to total capi- 
talization ratio of 24.6 percent
